W  hen  he  tells  us  that 
there  is  one  person  named  as  a  Commis- 
sioner who  would  kiss  the  rod  tlii't  smote 
him,  was  c;ipable  of  being  subjected  to 
the  greatest  insist  and  wrong  without 
the  spirit  to  vindicate  the  wrongs  of  his 
country  or  bis  own  lights,  and  I  ask 
him,  '■who  so  ba.se  as  would  be  a  bond- 
man? "  who  "would  rather  be  a  dog  and 
bay  the  nioou  "  liian  a  true  Koiituc!«iaa, 


he  ri'leis  tc>-  this  miser;ible  advertisement. 
Now  is  it  proper  to  rely  on  newspaper  j 
advertisements  for  weapons  to  assault  ' 
the  characters  of  our  public  men?  If  so 
we  miplit  attack  other  exalted  charac- 
ters. Hut  it  is  neither  just  nor  prudent 
to  attempt  to  destroy  or  elevate  charac- 
ters by  such  means,  at  a  time  when  mat- 
ters of  the  giuvcst  ini]iortaiice  are  pre- 
sented for  our  consideration,  in  the  face 
of  the  most  iiniiiineiit  peril  of  our  coun- 
try. Washington,  in  the  darkest  day  of 
revolutionary  peril,  never  saw  such  trou- 
ble as  we  now  see,  when  we  are  enjoying 
the  precious  fruits  of  all  his  labors  and 
privations.  Washington  did  not  live 
long  cnou^jh  after  be  had  secured  the 
heritage  we  are  about  to  destroy  so  reck- 
lessly, to  experience  its  blessings,  and 
now  let  me  entreat  the  IIou.sc  to  pause, 
and  let  every  one  within  the  sound  of  luy 
voice  ponder  well  what  we  are  about  to 
do. 

Mr.  Wolfe  next  spoke  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Federal  Relations,  which  had  pa- 
triotically and  earnestly  l.i bored,  late  and 
e;irly,  to  dischar^^e  their  duties;  in  the 
composition  of  the  Commissioners,  they 
bad  deferred  their  personal  wishes  to  tho 
opinions  of  others,  and  named  .Mr.  (jluth- 
ric.  and  he  was  prepared  to  support  him, 
not  from  any  party  influence,  for  since 
the  breaking  up  of  the  Whig  party  he 
had  been  no  partisan,  but  thought  that 
had'  baen  usud  against  him  as  a  reproach, 
he  thanked  G-od  that  he  was  no  <  part 
imin,  and  £0uld  stand  uj)  in_def  ' 
lliat  line  of  duty  most  cllicient  lor  the 
needs  of  the  country.  He  would  sup- 
port Mr.  Guthrie  to  the  extent  of  his 
influence,  on  account  of  his  national 
character,  his  high  reputation,  and  his 
former  position  as  a  cabinet  ofiicer.  The 
Douglas  party  object  that  Mr.  G.  is  not 
a  representative  m;in,  and  the  .Senate  has 
added  to  his  the  name  of  another  prom- 
inent gentleman,  and  the  question  is, 
when  the.se  persons  are  presented  to  us 
in  conjunction,  ought  we  adhere  to  or 
reverse  the  action  of  the  Senate?  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  <i  disagreement  be- 
tween the  two  Houses  might  result  in  a 
disastrous  failure  of  the  whole  proceed- 
ings, be  thought  they  ought  to  adhere. 

Mr  Sliced  of  Boyle,  remarked  that  he 
seldom  spoke  before  the  H»u,se,  hut  when 
motives  had  been  attributed  to  Mr.  Bell 
and  charges  preferred  too,  he  could  not 
submit  in  silence.  He  paid  a  high  com- 
pliment to  the  patriotism  of  Mr.  Bell,  to 
the  bei.uly  of  his  life  and  character,  and 
in  the  warmth  of  his  friendly  regard  i'or 
the  distinguished  gentleman,  the  voice  of 
Mr.  Sliced  was  choked  with  emotion. 
iMr.  Bell,  he  said,  had  no  aspiration  but 
for  the  good  of  his  country,  and  he  nev- 
er faltered  in  his  path  of  duty.  Asa 
public  man  and  in  all  his  relations  of  pri- 
vate life  he  was  far  above  the  slang  we 
had  heard  used. 

Mr.  Gaither  rose  and  asked,  "Does  the 
gentleman  apply  the  term  .slang  to  any 
remarks  I  have  made  on  this  floor?  " 
Mr.  Sliced  Ycplied  that  he  did. 
Mr.  G.iitlier  moved  that  the  House  ad- 
journ. There  being  no  sec»:id  to  the 
call,  Mr.  Carlisle  demanded  the  previous 
question,  but  it  was  withdrawn  at  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  Gaither,  who  .«aid  that  in 
his  remarks  concerning  Mr.  IJell  he  had 
intended  no  pcrson.il  discourtesy,  but  had 
spoken  of  his  friendly  admiration  for  him. 
He  only  intended  to  show  what  might  be 
the  etfeets  of  his  political  opinions  as 
freely  expressed  in  public,  and  at  the  re- 
quest of  friends  he  withdrew  his  motion 
to  strike  out  bis  name. 

Mr.  Sneed  said  if  the  gentleman  disa- 
vowed any  persoii;il  discourtesy  to  Mr. 
Bell,  he  freely  withdrew  his  remarks. 

tfasliin^ton  \e«VN. 

The  special  lelcgrajdi  correspondent  of 
the  Cincinnati  Gazette,  under  date  of 
Saturday  last,  says: 

"Messrs.  Douglas,  Crittenden,  Seward 
and  Dixon,  of  Cnnnecticiit,  held  an  im- 
portant meeting  last  night  on  Compro- 
mise. Crittenden  says  he  has  great  hopes 
of  its  results." 

The  same  correspondent,  of  the  saitie 
date,  says:  "A  counter  manifesto  against 
the  Virginia  Secessionists,  will  shortly  be 
issued  by  Crittenden,  Douglas,  iMillson, 
Harris,  Clemens  ana  others,  stating  that 
at  no  time,  during  the  present  Congress, 
has  the  prospect  of  an  adjustment  of  our 
difficulties  been  so  bright  as  at  the  pre- 
sent moment." 

News  that  Louisiana  bad  seized  th* 
barracks  and  hospital  near  New  Orleans, 
and  turned  out  two  hundred  and  sixty 
sick  men,  has  crctited  great  indignation. 
The  Secretary  of"  the  Treasury,  through 
the  Collector  of  New  Orleans,  has  made 
application  to  Gov.  Moore  to  revoke  this 
action. 

It  is  understood  that  Secretary  Dix 
has  given  positive  orders  to  the  comman- 
ders of  the  revenue  cutlers  that,  in  case 
of  any  efl'ort  to  seize  them,  the  officers 
iQ  Command  shall  resist  to  the  last  ex- 
tremity, and  when  he  finds  further  re- 
sistance unavailable  to  run  them  ashore 
and  blow  thcin  up. 

Iverson's  retirement  created  no  sensa- 
tion, only  one  Northern  Senator,  Mr. 
Gwin,  bade  him  farewell.  He  was  al- 
ways unpopular. 

Letters  from  Charleston  le.id  to  the 
beliej  that  Fort  Sumptcr  will  shortly  be 
attacked.  The  exasperation  of  the  pub- 
lic is  so  great  that  the  authorities  are 
losing  control. 

The  Union  men  are  much  encouraged 
by  the  prompt  response  to  the  invitation 
for  Commissioners  to  meet  on  the 
4th  of  February,  and  it  is  believed  that 
its  action  will  command  the  support  of  a 
large  majority  of  Congress.  The  fugi- 
tive slave  law  introiluced  by  Mr. 
Douglas,  is  considered  a  thorough  and 
effective  measure,  obviating  the  objec- 
tions to  the  pre.sent  statute. 

The  great  point  now  aimed  at  Ky  the 
Union  men  is  to  avoid  all  pretext  for  col 
lision  by  seceding  State.s,  in  the  hope 
that  the  second  sober  thought  of  the 
people,  if  adjustment  measures  are  pre- 
sented, will  induce  them  to  resume  their 
places  incite  I'nion. 

The  rejieal  of  the  personal  liberty 
bill  by  Rhode  Island  and  the  action  (if 
the  Ohio  Legislature  are  hailed  as  har- 
bingers of  peace.  Artairs  wear  a  more 
hopeful  aspect.

A  petition,  signed  by  a  large  number 
of  the  lawyers  of  the  Louisville  bar,  has 
been  presented  to  Judge  Muir,  of  the 
Jefferson  Circuit  Court,  requesting  his 
Honor  to  adjourn  the  civil  docket  of  the 
Court  till  the  May  term.

LouiNiana  Seceded. 

The  Ordinance  of  Secession,  prepared 
by  a  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conven- 
tion, in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of 
that  body,  was  passed  on  Saturday  last, 
by  a  vote  of  J  13  yeas  to  17  nays. 

The  Coirvention  then  adjourned  from 
Baton  Rouge  to  New  Orleans. 

This  is  the  sixth  State  that  has  taken 
steps  to  dissolve  its  connection  with  the 
Federal  Government. 


Rhode  Island  has  repealed  bcr 
personal  liberty  law;  JIassachusetts,  it  is 
said,  will  repeal  hers;  and  the  conserva- 
tive element  in  the  I'ennsylvania  Legis- 
lature, is  said  to  be  sufficient  to  secure  a 
repeal  of  a  similar  law  there.

The  Nashville  B  tnnrr  learns  from  pri- 
vate letters  t'lat  the  Union  sentiment  is 
on  the  increase  ia  East  Tennessee,  and 
that  no  disuniouists  will  be  elected  to  the 
Convention  from  that  section. 


Agreeably  to  a  previous  announcement, 
quite  a  largo  number  of  the  Working  and 
Business  .Men  of  Danville,  assembled  in 
the  commodious  Furniture  Ware-room  of 
Mosrs.  Nichols  A  ilaiinaiord  on  Satur- 
day night  last.  The  object  of  the  meet- 
ing was  to  form  a  Working  and  IJusiness 
Men's  Association,  and  to  adopt  a  Con- 
stitution and  Jiy-Laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  organization. 

It  was  indeed  a  pleasant  sight  to  see 
the  "bone  and  sinew  of  the  land  "- — the 
Working  Man  from  his  simp  mid  the  15u- 
sincss  Mail  from  his  counter — coining  to- 
gether for  the  purpose  of  banding  them- 
selves together  as  an  Association,  so  that 
they  might  be  better  prepared  to  exert 
their  united  iiilluciicc  in  favor  of  tiicir 
country,  in  this  her  h<iur  of  sorest  need. 
All  who  were  there  seemed  to  be  fuliy 
iiiipre.-iSed  with  the  importance  of  the 
movement  that  was  about  to  be  inaugu- 
rated. Tlicy  teemed  to  feci,  that  as 
Working  and  Business  31eii,  tlicy  had  a 
work  to  pcrl'orui,  and  that  the  time  to 
perform  that  work  was  now  at  hand. — 
They  had  met  together  in  order  to  give 
an  expression  of  their  allegiance  to  our 
beloved  Union,  which  had  fostered  snd 
protected  their  rights  and  their  liberties 
in  limes  past,  and  which  was  fully  com- 
petent to  do  so  in  the  fiitNre.  'l  liey  had 
met  togetber  to  say  that  our  national  i 
banner — the  glorious  old  stars  and  stripes 
— which  has  waved  over  us  in  the  past, 
and  under  the  ain|jlc  folds  of  which,  we 
have,  as  a  nation,  advanced  to  an  unjiar- 
alled  degree  of  prosperity,  should  still 
wave  over  us  in  the  future,  and  that  they 
would  never  consent  to  see  ils  place 
tlsurped  by  the  hideous  rattle  snake  ban- 
ner of  South  Carolina,  or  the  traitorous 
emblem  of  any  other  "independent  sov- 
ereignty." 

The  organization  of  the  Working  and 
Business  classes  of  the  land  into  Associ- 
ations, is  what  the  necessity  of  the  times 
most  emphatically  demands,  and  we  are 
happy  to  .say  that  we  are  not  alone  in  our 
movement.  The  Working  and  Business 
men  of  the  seventh  and  cightji  Wards  of 
tlie  City  of  Louisville,  held  a  meeting 
the  other  evening,  and  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  draft  a  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  which  were  to  be  submitted  to  the 
club  for  their  adoption  at  a  subsequent 
meeting.  And  from  other  portions  of 
the  land  the  indications  are  highly  favor- 
able for  the  success  of  this  movement. — 
Let  us  but  become  firmly  united  and 
cemented  together,  and  let  us  exert  our 
combined  and  potent  influence  in  favor 
of  the  Union  of  the  States,  and  we  have 
it  it  in  our  power  to  administer  a  whole- 
.some  and  crushing  rebuke  to  the  traitors 
and  political  demagogues,  who  are  seek- 
ing the  disruption  of  the  Federal  com- 
pact. 

The  meeting  on  Saturday  night,  was 
called  to  order  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Lucas,  who 
in  a  few  words  explained  the  object  of 
the  meeting,  and  urged  the  necessity  of 
H  permanent  organization.  After  the 
reading  of  the  minutes  of  several  of  the 
previous  meetings,  the  Committee,  who 
had  been  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  made  their  report, 
and  presented  them  for  the  consideration 
of  the  meeting.  The  articles  were  read, 
and  the  question  being  put  upon  their 
adoption,  they  were  unanimously  receiv- 
ed. According  to  one  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution,  they  agree  to  adopt 
the  name  of  the  "Working  and  Business 
Men's  Union  As.soeiation  of  Boyle  coun- 
ty,' and  all  those  who  conipo.se  ihese  two 
classes,  and  wlio  art  friendly  to  the  Uni- 
on, are  privileged  to  become  members  of 
the  As.sociatioii,  by  signing  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  endorsing  as  a  platform,  the  res- 
olutions adopted  by  the  Working  and 
Business  Men  on  the  night  of  January  5, 
ISiJl.  Article  II  of  the  Constitution 
declares  the  object  of  the  Association  to 
be  as  follows; — "That  while  we  do  not 
regard  it  as  any  sacrifice  of  honor  to  de- 
clare our  allegiance  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernuient,  we  believe  the  interests  of  the 
Working  classes  and  Business  men  are 
particularly  identified  with  the  Union  of 
the  States,  it  shall  therefore  be  the  object 
of  the  Association  to  u.«e  its  best  en- 
deavors to  preserve  the  Union  by  all  fair 
and  honorable  means,  as  the  palladium  of 
our  liberties,  and  cling  to  it  as  the  best 
guarantee  that  we  can  have  to  protect  our 
rights  as  Working  and  Business  Men." 
Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  provides 
that  the  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  Vice  President, 
Treasurer,  a  Recording  and  a  Correspon- 
ding Secretary — the  term  of  office  to  be 
one  month.  Article  I  of  By-]>aws  says 
the  Association  shall  hold  regular  meet- 
ings on  Saturday  night  of  each  week,  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  the  pro- 
motion of  its  objects,  etc.  These  are  the 
main  features  embraced  in  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  and  as  the  most  of  the 
other  articles  re'ate  to  the  government  of 
the  Association  as  an  organization,  we  do 
not  consider  it  as  necessary  to  detail 
them. 

After  the  Constitution  had  been  read, 
the  books  were  opened  for  the  enrollment 
of  members.    And  it  was  indeed  a  glo- 
rious sight  to  see  those  men  crowding 
around    that  table,  and    signing  their 
names  to  that  Constitution,  thereby  de- 
claring unmistakably  for  the  Union  un- 
der the  Federal  Constitution,  pledging 
themselves  to  endeavor  to  preserve  it  by  all 
fair  and  honorable  means.    I  cannot  re- 
frain from  mentioning  the  fact  that  quite 
a  number  of  the  "sons  of  the  Kmerald  [ 
Isle"  were  there,  and  placed  their  names  ' 
side  by  side  with  the  natives  of  the  land, 
stating  in  a  most  emphatic  manner  that 
their  adopted  land  is  near  and  dear  unto  J 
them,  and  that  they  are  unwilling  to  see  1 
it  torn  in  sunder.     Yes,  they  are  as  true*^ 
as  steel,  and  they  have  never  been  known  ] 
to  flinch  from  doing  their  duty  as  patri- 
ots, and  of  standing  by  the  country  of 
their  adoption  when  she  needed  them, 
and  battling  side  by  side  with  the  natives 
of  the  land  in  defence  of  her  rights,  and 
I  know  that  I  do  not  venture  too  much 
when  I  say  that  they  will  not  hesitate 
for  a  single  moment  to  stand  up  in  her 
defence  again,  when  necessity  and  the 
dictates  of  patriotism  demand. 

After  the  enrolliBent  of  the  members, 
the  A.ssociation  selected  the  following  of- 
ficers to  serve  for  the  ensuing  month: — 
President,  Jos.  Jackson;  Vice  President, 
Jas.  H.  Williamson;  Treasurer,  S.  W. 
Cloyd;  Corresponding  Secretary,  Jas.  F. 
Zimmerman;  Recording  Secretary,  Jas. 
11.  Marrs.  After  the  transaction  of  some 
other  neces.sary  business,  the  meeting 
was  addressed  by  several  members,  con- 
gratulating the'AssOciation  upon  the  in- 
auguration of  a  movement  that  was  preg- 
nant with  so  much  good,  and  which  is 
certainly  -  a  right  move  in  the  right  di- 
rection," and  urging  upon  the  members 
present  the  necessity  of  being  active,  and 
to  roll  on  the  ball  which  has  such  a  glo- 
rious start,  until  it  shall  accumulate 
around  itall  the  Workin.- and  Ltusiiicss  el- 
ement of  the  land.  In  short,  the  speech- 
es were  full  of  patriotism  and  devotion 


to  the  I  nion,  and  were  evidently  a  trne 
reflex  of  the  sentiments  and  feelings  of 
all  who  Were  present,  judging  by  the 
hearty  niannor  in  which  they  were  re- 
ceived. \Viih  three  cheers  for  the 
I.  nion,  the  iin:etiiig  adjourned,  good  feel- 
ing and  h.iriiioiiy  having  char.icterized 
the  entire  pru(  eedings  of  the  evening. 

Ami  now,  Working  and  Business  »Man. 
it  is  with  you  to  say  whether  this  work 
which  has  so  gloriously  eoiiiinciiccd  shall 
goon,  or  will  you  grow  luke-wariii  in  the 
cause,  and  permit  it  to  fall  tbroiigli  with- 
out accomplishing  the  missiim  fur  wliich 
it  has  been  .set  on  foot.  We  hope  not. 
]..et  me  exhort  you,  then,  to  use  your  in- 
fluence in  favor  of  the  movement,  until 
our  Association  shall  numiier  as  its  mem- 
bers all  the  Working  and  Business  Men 
of  the  town  and  county,  and  we  shall 
then  have  our  forces  organized,  so  that 
wc  can  march  to  the  polls,  if  called  up- 
on, in  one  solid  phalanx,  and  cast  our  suf- 
frages as  one  man,  thereby  giving  to  our 
opponents  a  perfect  Waterloo  defeat. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion will  take  place  on  to-morrow  (Sat- 
urday) ni^ht,  for  the  transaction  of  bu- 
siness.
